along s public highway, 
tain circumstances, al nob more than ten 
miles. There is a general epeed limit of 
90 miles por hour, and ‘local authorities 
are authorised to request the Local Govern- 
ment Board to make regulations restrict- 
ing th speed to ten miles in certain 
places, That is a reasonabla regulation, 
and one that is enforced in.xome of the 
crowded thoroughfares of seme of the 
old towns of England, such as Kingston- 
on-Thames, It-is safer to drive a car 
anywhore in Hongkong than through 
that market at ten miles an hour. The 
regulations under which this prosecution 
is brought are made wider Ordinance 3 
of 189), section 7, which enacts that the 
Governor-in-Council may, from time_to 
time, make: bye-laws For the regulation 
of vehicles and street traffic,.and make, 
alter or repeal such byé-laws, or substitute 
other hye-luws, Those hye-laws inchide 
the regulation of any and every class of 
vehiek. The Governor-in-Council has the 
powerto regniate for all these vehicles, but 
the power inust be reasonably uscd. If the 
power. which — the Governor-in-Council 
claims to exercise is used then by that 
reading of the Ordinance the Governor. 
in-Comeil can prohibit the use of any 
wheeled vehicle in the Cotouy, "To: re- 
qulate ig not to prohibit, Traffic ‘can he 
ordered to kecp on one of a road. or 
to travel at o certain speed, ete., but there
